IRON MANUFACTURE—PEAT FUEL. 
Sir,—From the interest you hage so frequently exhibited relative to the 
improvement of native iron, J feel inclined to trespass upon your former 
kindness, and again request space in your valued Journal for a few remarks, 


suggested to my mind whilst reading an article in oat og *s Times, 
respecting a “‘ monster mortar,” cast at the Vauxhall Works, Liverpool, 
the foundry of Messrs. Forrester and Co., the eminent engineers of that 
town, whose position is such as to warrant the conviction that this mortar 
will turn out every thing the Government could desire; but my object 
being to draw attention to a supposed difficulty—or, I might almost say, 
impossibility —of obtaining home-made iron for ordnance, and not to treat 
of workmanship, I shall confine myself to that part of the subject, in order 
to show that, in fact, there is no necessity for looking even to our own 
colonies for supplies of charcoal pig-iron, while we possess all the material 
requirements for its production in the mother country, Ironstone we 
have of the finest quality, and peat lies before our eyes in superabundance, 
requiring only an outlay of — to render it, by thorough desiccation 
and compression, a fit fuel for the smelting of ores, as in that state it pos- 
sesses the amount of caloric necessary ; or, if charred, it obtains by the 
previous processes sufficient density to bear the burden of the metal, 
which the loose charcoal of air-dried peat is inadequate to do, the charcoal 
made from Messrs, Gwynne’s solidified peat having been found to exceed 
in density most descriptions of wood charcoal. 
I do not mean in my remarks to disparage the pigs of the Acadian Com- 
any, which appear to be recommended by the Government to the Arsenal 
authorities at Woolwich, in the absence of any competing commodity, 
but to urge upon the ironmasters, and others interested in the productions 
of this country, to become independent of uncertain and distant means of 
supply, when they can be had at our own doors; and that the only way 
to become 80, is to start at the right end, by making pig-iron from vege- 
table instead of mineral fuel, and by so doing avoid the pernicious effects 
of sulphurous gas, so destructive to all metal requiring more than ordi- 
nary toughness. I may add that, in point of cost, iron manufactured from 
peat fuel would not be dearer than that produced from coal, whilst the 
value would be greatly enhanced by the former means being adopted. 
And I shall, in conclusion, only offer the proof, which I propounded upon 
a previous occasion in your Journal, that in the moor districts of Scotland 
and Ireland, where peat is the sole fuel, a cracked cooking vessel is seldom 
to be met with, and the longevity of these pots, so to speak, appears to 
be attributable to the fuel.—London, March 25. James C, Kemp.

IRON MANUFACTURE—LARGE SHELLS. 

Sin,—I read with much interest the practical remarks of ‘“‘ Hammered 
Iron,” on monster ordnance, in your Journal of March 8, and as all such 
considerations at the present time are attended with a considerable degree 
of importance, in consequence of the practical difficulties connected with 
their manufacture, any additional information may not be uninteresting 
to your readers, I will, therefore, with your permission, give a short de- 
scription of a new mode of constructing mortars, or other ordnance. On 
the 2d of last month, a description was forwarded to the ‘ Select Com- 
mittee of Woolwich ;” and on the 11th I sent a small model, with further 
remarks, The following explanation, I think, will make it sufficiently 
plain :—I propose to have cast in the shells of mortars, or other ordnance, 
circular or honey-combed perforations, extending longitudinally from the 
mouth to a short distance beyond the breech. The sedinetions to be placed 
midway between the inside and outside of the shell. If the mortar to be 
cast is required to throw very heavy shot, a proportionate thickness of 
shell will be required; so that I think three rows of perforations will be 
preferable, the perforations in the middle row to be the largest ; or, if for 
small ordnance, one row will be sufficient. By this means I propose to 
obtain a greater uniformity in the structure of the mortar, to do away 
with the cancellated, or spongy, nature attendant on all large masses of 
metal, and to give greater strength to the shell itself. 

I do not think that either hammered iron mortars or cast ones will ever 
be produced entirely free from flaws; but it is the object of experience to 
render them less, ‘* Hammered Iron,” I believe, will never do this in 
large ordnance, from the very nature of its process : the length of time re- 
= to work it up during its incandescent state, and the want of uni- 

ormity in the heat under the process of hammering, does not only render 
it full of flaws, but the metal itself absolutely rotten. It is well known 
that the best iron when welded in small quantities, and subjected to re- 
peated heatings, coolings, and pressures, becomes perfectly worthless ; and 
it would be unreasonable to suppose that by continuing this process on 
larger masses of metal, and for a longer time, would increase its strength.

THE JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES ACT—No. VII.—COST-BOOK 
MINING ACCOUNTS. 

Srx,—In submitting a notice upon Mining Accounts, to complete the 

eeries of my remarks on matters arising out of the above subject, allow 

me, first, to express my acknowledgements for the courtesy I have ex- 


erienced at the hands of yourself, and for that of the managers of Great 

ewas, West Par Consols, and Wheal Crebor, who have transmitted me 
their balance-sheets, which are certainly formed in a comprehensive and 
satisfactory manner. 
_ Mining accounts are next in consequence to mining reports; not so much 
in reference to the abstract bi-monthly, or other periodical balance-sheet, 
presented to the shareholders, which I have already reviewed, but those 
accounts kept on the mine in the several branches comprised in the cost- 
sheet, of pay-books for the tutwork bargains, tribute settings, and mer- 
chants’ bills for materials, each of them of vast importance, and requiring 
the greatest check and counter-check on the part of the local purser, 
whose supervision is usually very stringent, to prevent extravagant and 
irregular charges, sometimes teeleain upon imposition. It is in this de- 
partment our resident purser or mine p fee is so invaluable an adjunct, and 
generally their duties are performed with the utmost amount of exactitude 
and correctness ; but if adventurers wish to limit their profitable, or other- 
wise unprofitable, outgoings to the smallest possible sum, consistent with 
a full and proper provision for the prosecution of the workings, then they 
must sce that their representative is always in possession of funds to meet 
the necessary monthly expenditure, thus avoiding application for advances 
to country bankers, which entail charges of commission and interest—dis- 
content amongst the labourers—and, what is far worse, extra charges in 
merchants’ bills for materials, on account of a long credit to be given—it 
being a well-known fact that merchants (and whyshould they not) charge a 
bad settling mine, whose credit lies over endless time, an addition of, per- 
haps, 10 to 15 per cent. upon a current account, which amount, in ready 
money settling mines, would go to the credit of the adventurers. 

There are in London, mine pursers who, to prevent this enormous charge, 
take upon themselves, and I think foolishly so, to defray all and every 
sort of cost for labour and materials out of their own pockets, because ad- 
venturers will not respond to the calls made by themselves in due season, 
but leave the onus of settlement with the creditors of the mine, to the 
pene, who may do it how he can; and I speak confidently, from personal 

nowledge of cases where pursers, who, sacrificing even reasonable interest 
for use of the money, are honourable enough to come forward and pay all 
costs, rather than an adventure shall be saddled with additional expense 
for credit ; and, moreover, for the saving thus effected, abuse, in place of 
thanks, is heaped upon the heads of these benefactors. You, Sir, may cry 
shame upon such a system, but others as well as myself can bear testimony 
to the failings of adventurers, who seem disposed to believe that the free 
and uncontrolled acts of their own individual selves spring not (when 
pay-day arrives) from themselves, but from the pursers or managers of 
mining concerns. 
_ A learned ignoramus, in a late letter, presumes to think that the cash 
is always forthcoming when called and agreed for—miserable fallacy. 
Practical observation tells those interested of the almost insurmountable 
difficulty experienced in collecting calls from those who have actually 
made them, Surely, Sir, this is deserving of aletter from your pen. Can 
you not rouse the sleepers to the perilous position of their own affairs, or 
do they suppose that, because one or two pursers come to the rescue, the 
general body do so likewise? No such thing, as a little attention to the 
debits for interest, discount, commission, &c., besides the exorbitant items 
in bills of materials, would soon enlighten them, to their own cost. Many 


This is a mistake, nothing being more simple in every respect, then it is, or 
ought to be, as purely a record of each item of cost for labour and materials 
incurred in working a mine, computed at an interval generally of a month 
for a pay-day, fixed upon by the purserand captain. There may be some 
few instances of nice caleulations and measurements, but practical mea 
overcome such trifling affairs with ease, their great anxiety being the 
urgent necessity to secure the performance of the work stipulated for 
by contract, and seeing that too much money is not taken by the miners, 
to the disadvantage of their employers. 
Here is the essential feature for a mining account, the responsibility of | 
those to whom is delegated the engagements of the setting day. Without 
the strict caution usually exercised, much money would be frittered away, 
therefore the thanks of the adventurers should always be ready for those 
who faithfully discharge such important duties. The order of a cost-sheet, 
prepared from the cash book and ledger, should be regular and —_ 
in its arrangement, although correctness is the grand element. Its classi- 
fication may run as follows:—Agency, tutwork, tribute, smiths, masons, 
and carpenters, engine work, carriage and horsework, expenses on ores, 
materials, and sundry payments; altered or amended to suit the circum- 
stances of different mines, at the discretion of the purser. As asound and 
proper principle, no charge or payment should ever be entered on a cost 
sheet which is not paid, and for which a voucher is not forthcoming to 
certify to its correctness 

In concluding this subject, I trust I may be permitted to hope that “> 
thing I have written may have been fead, received, and digested, with the 
same conscientious feelings of honesty and singleness of purpose which 
have animated me in my endeavours to contribute my quota to the expla- 
nation of matters affecting the mining interest, for the general welfare of 
that community.

Also, are not the large skips now used, drawing up 20 cwts. at a time by the steam- 
engine, an improvement on the horse-whim kibble formerly used, only drawing 
3cwts. atatime.

Is not the large crusher an improvement on the girls who 
formerly pulverised the ores by hand? Is the fire stamps, working 60 heads at the 
pit’s mouth, cleaning the ore as fast as it comes up, no improvement over the 100 
mules that I have seen carrying all the ore in bags to be stamped a distance of four 
miles, where it often remained four years for want of water tocieanit? 1 could enu- 
merate a variety of other improvements, but let these suffice, 

I admit a man is a two-armed machine, and the only machine yet brought to bear 
on level driving and tribute working; still, he is capable of being improved in the 
arts, If mining is not progressing with the age we live in, may 1 ask how it is to be 
remedied! And who will respond? With your permission, J shall further allude to 
this subject next week.— Wiveliscombe, March 26.

WEST CRINNIS AND SOUTH CUDDRA. 


S1n,—A letter, headed ‘* Mining, for Adventurers or Agents,” appeared in your last 
week’s Journal, filled with such misrepresentations as to the conduct of the agents,

solicitor informed us he was unwillingly compelled to withhold, in consequence of a 
clause in his father’s will, which precluded him from granting it, We searched at 
Doctors’ Commons, and found the clause to be as described; whereupon we laid the 
whole matter before counsel, in order that we might be guided how to act. The re- 
sult was, that two courses only were left open for us, either to decline the sett, or to 
work it by a separate company —the latter [ thought the best plan. I accot ding! 
mentioned the matter to the principal Weet Crinnis shareholders, but they declined, 
as a body, to start asafresh company, and would rather lose the land—some few 
only offered to take shares. 1 was so anxious to induce the West Crinuis sharehold- 
ers to take it up, that I again and again pressed it upon the principal of them, uutil 
at last the time allowed me to either accept or deoline it having expired, I was com- 
pelled to decline it, which I did in favour of Mr, W. Charles, who, from the*hand- 
some mannerin which he behaved with respect to it throughout, thoroughly deserved 
it, and I sincerely hope it may be very beneficial to him. 
Capt. Webb importunately pressed 2; on myself and the committee the importance 
of joining this land to West Crinnis times without number, and did everything in bis 
power to secure it for West Crinnis Mine.

It is really highly Cy ey that anonymous writers should endeavour to tra- 
duce the characters of honest men, and shield themselves from the public odium, 
when their falsehoods are exposed. I firmly believe that the writer of the letter in 
question is neither a ‘* Shareholder in West Crinnis,” nor a resident at Birmingham ; 
if he is an honest man, let him boldly avow bis name, and state his authority for the 
false accusation he has made, 
Tn conclusion, I would add, that another statement “‘ A Shareholder ” makes, that 
“the West Crinnis agents took Wheal Regent, with a view to work it as a dry mine, 
&c., but the prospects northward at West Crinnis did not hold out sufficient to pro- 
secute,” is also utterly untrue. We stayed all operations northward until Regent 
Mine was put to work, not wishing to drain that mine at our expense. Our pros- 
pects on the Regent lode are everything that could be desired; and [ hope the time is 
not far distant when we shall be able to work it with material advantage to the Re-

ON THE LAKE SUPERIOR COPPER MINES, 


Sr1a,—I was astonished to find such a report published in your Journal of Dec. 15, 1855 
on Lake Superior Mines, from such a professional man as Mr. 8. W. Hill, mining en- 
gineer, geologist, &c. In the first place, I mustallow that Mr. Hill is correct in saying 
that last met product exceeded in bulk any year previous. But he is much astray 
in his estimate of the value of copper at the wharves, sent from the mines for ship- 
ment. We find, however, some parcels are worth 90 per cent. for copper, When other 
parcels are not worth more than 30 per cent. In fact, I have known parcels shipped 
to smelters not exeeding 2 per cent, for copper; but this, and other parcels under 
30 per cent., sent to smelters from Lake Superior Copper Mines, are gross mistakes, 
will not pay, and can only be charged to the agents, either for want of knowing how 
to dress copper, or negligence in their dutices—I should say a little of each. 

A right estimate of the value of copper sent from those mines, generally for ship- 
ment to smelters, may be said to be worth from 66 to 70 per cent. for copper—the 
average value. Mr. Hill speaks of the amount shipped from Ontonagon, Portage 
Lake, and Keweenaw Point. In the last two points he may be correct; but the 
amount he named as being shipped from On gon is not correct, neither was Mr. 
Hill in the Ontonagon district during last season, to enable him to give a correct state- 
ment of such matters. Some little time ago I noticed, in the Lake Superior Miner, 
Mr. Hill’s report of the product of the Ontonagon Mines, the amount shipped from 
each mine during last season, &c., when 9-10ths were incorrect. 

During Mr. Hill’s administration in the Copper Falls Mine, he spoke of the riches of 
that mine—the amount of copper each and every fathom of ground throughout the 
mine would produce; so much so, that the stock ran up from $60 to 865 per share. 
Now, it is only held at 86 to $7 per share, How is this? Is it possible, after Mr. 
Hill’s reports were publisted (if true), the stock could be bought for §6 to $7—nay, 
say $100 pershare. But, after all this, 1 must agree with Mr. Hill, that this country 
is fast improving ; and, in my opinion, it will become one of the greatest mining dis- 
tricts in the world. But I am sorry to believe there are too many of Mr. Hill’s kind 
of reports afloat, and too much irregular work done at the mines, to a very heavy ex- 
pense, to induce any fresh capital into the country. All the country wants is true 
reports, and good | men as agents—the minéral is there. Miner,

The Cuaraman, in continuation, observed that that was the latest report they were 

in possession of, and he boped to see their expectations realised.

The 
Government not having issued any tenders lately for war materials, may 
be taken as a pretty sure criterion as to the most probable decision that 
the Conference at Paris will come to.

ment would have been given to the labouring classes, competency insured 
to some, independence to others, and good to all—is thrown on the hands of 
sordid and narrow-minded owner; who, in the prescriptive right of doing 
what he will with his own, has done this mischief to himself and the com. 
munity at large. Itistrue: grasping at an unfair share of the products of 
his neighbour's labour and capital, he has clutched emptiness ; but that is 
no consolation for the evil inflicted. For a great social trust has been abused, 
inasmuch as he cannot make use of the possession entrusted to him: and 
through a stultifying obstinacy, and domineering rapacity, he will not 
allow others to resolve its goods to human use for his immediate benefit, 
and for their own. ‘The wealth of such a man is worse than imaginary, 
for he has lost that moral lever with which, through the well-béing of 
his fellow-men, he could raise and turn aside every obstruction, however 
pondrous, from the only way that leads to his prosperity. Convinced 
that he is the heritor of riches, he cannot apply them. He has warped 
the power which would have achieved his greatness ; and separated him- 
self thus from community with his kind. His inheritance is a waste; 
but yet, in undignified solitude, he can sit, ascetic like, on a rock, dang. 
ling proprietorial legs over the desert which his folly and avariciousness 
have created. And such is the ownership to which, unfortunately, several 
have reduced themselves. Prudence, however, derived from the many 
worthy examples which, it is pleasing to record, do not require a great 
deal of research to be cited; may ibly induce them to change such an 
occupancy for a better one, arriving thus at a great amount of good by 
alittle exercise of common sense: but, atall events, of this they may all be 
certain, that unless “live and let live” be their motto, and the principle it 
indicates be acted up to strictly and conscientiously, the day will come 
when legislation will interfere; and in this, as in other countries, only 4 
graduated scale of royalties will be permitted—one immeasurably Jess ai- 
vantageous to proprietors than those “ dues,” to the payment of which at- 
venturers would now be by no means unwilling to accede. 

Again, complaints are being incessantly made, aud certainly with every 
appearance of reason, against the black mail levied by stewards and agents 
on the applicants for and lessees of mineral property. Cases are cited in 
which all the cormorant avidness of agency, and the pettifogging ingenuity 
of country lawyers have been called intorequisition—have been perpetrated, 
to the detriment of those who entered into mine companionship, for the 
purpose of acquiring a legal right to work certain property. Such inci- 
dents are not few or far between; but this ‘fleecing system” must and 
shall be put an endto. A proper and steady public exposure of thow 
practices will be a sure antidote for the evil; and our Journal will be 
ever prompt in circulating information, and thus correcting abuses which 
affect so injuriously the most important industry of the country. Refer 
ence might now be made to the division of the United Kingdom wher 
those occurrences most frequently take place: but we refrain from co 
signing it to any augmentation of its unenviable notoriety, willing » 
believe that errors will be corrected, and the present modus operandi if 
granting leases of “setts” be altered and improved. The salutary co 
viction will, it is to be hoped, reach even the comprehension of a certaia 
class of mine owners and mine agents; that, particulary in mining, ini. 





COATH ON THE EAST TO ALFRED CONSOLS ON THE WEST, with some 
remarks on the mines embraced therein. 
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LONDON, MARCH 29, 1856,

Our readers will recollect how long and earnestly we have pleaded for 
an advance of salary to the Inspectors of Coal Mines, and that we cha- 
racterised the parsimony of Government not only as disgraceful, but as 
highly injurious to that valuable class of men for whose especial protec- 
tion they were appointed. 

It affords us great satisfaction to learn that our unremitting efforts 
have been crowned with success? and that the Home Office has at last 
lent an ear to the repeated expression of public opinion which has ap- 
peared in our columns. The salaries of the Inspectors have been raised 
from 400/. to 6007. a year. This is an important concession, and although 
we conceive the advance is only half of what it ought to have been, we 
aré grateful for it. It is a step in the right direction, and we shall look 
more hopefully to the future, inasmuch as it proves the Government 
to be more in earnest than we were disposed to give it credit for, and 
really intent upon giving the principle of inspection a full and fair trial. 
We trust this is the case, for Hen Masesty’s Ministers may rest assured 
that nothing short of it will satisfy the country. 

Were we inclined to carp at this measure of administrative generosity, 
there are doubtless ample reasons for dissatisfaction, and many arguments 
might be advanced in favour of a larger measure of justice, whilst com- 
parisons might be made between the salaries given to the Inspectors of 
Schools and those given to the Inspectors of Mines, and from this analo 
some useful lessons might be learnc; but at present we forbear, in the 
hope that it is not intended to limit the salary to its present amount, but 
to increase it again at no distant day, on the express condition that the 
services of the Inspectors are to be exclusively devoted to the duties of 
their office. 

We fear that even 600/. a year will be an insufficient inducement to 
such men as ought to hold these appointments, for it is highly essential 
that the best that can possibly be obtained ought only to be selected. The 
comments which we reluctantly made on the late appointments, and the 
startling facts to which we gave publicity (which were not only not con- 
tradicted, but confirmed by the parties implicated), clearly showed there 
was something essentially wrong in the working of the Act. What in- 
fluence this exposure has had with the Secretary of State we, of course, 
know not, but we do know that it has created a considerable sensation 
throughout the country, and unless something be done to remedy the evil 
complained of, it is not improbable but that recourse will be had to the 
requisite means for accomplishing it. We have waited in the confident 
hope there would have been no occasion to recur to the subject, but we 
regret to say we have waited in vain. There cannot be the shadow of a 
doubt but that a grievous error, to say the least of it, has been commit- 
ted. Why should there be any hesitation in applying the only remedy 
which the circumstances of the case imperatively demand? Surely a 
voluntary attempt to rectify a wrong is better than being compelled to do 
it;, and nothing can, or at least ought to, be more grateful to a public

The gentlemen of the midland counties have had numerous meetings, 
to frame, consider, and digest the rules, but have as yet but partially suc- 
ceeded. In other districts the same process has been going on, witha like 
success; and although upwards of seven months have elapsed since the 
passing of the Act, there are yet but few collieries that have complied 
with the law. 

We are however glad to observe that some of the Inspectors are honestly 
performing their duties, by insisting upon a due observance of the pro- 
visions of the Act; and we trust that so important a means for the avoid- 
ance of accidents will not be suffered to remain inoperative in other dis- 
tricts than that to which we have alluded. The coal owners can have no 
reasonable cause of complaint if they aro fined for not complying with the 
law, as it is a law of their own making, and their own imterests, as. well 
as the safety of their workmen, imperatively demand a prompt and an im- 
plicit obedience to it,

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Marcu 26,—Hopes are entertained that the restoration of peace will 

have a good effect on the London mining markets, and that the same be- 

neficial influence will soon be extended to Cornwall. At present, there 


is no considerable improvement upon the inaction that has lately pre- 
vailed; still, more transactions have taken place than in the previous week. 
Wheal Basset shares continue to maintain a high price—about 3904. 
Wheal Buller, 570/., and, no doubt,the price of the mine would advance 
if the shares were subdivided into 512ths. North Crofty is likely to 
make a good mine, but does not realise the hopes of the adventurers so 
soon a8 many anticipated. In West Basset, the tribute pitches are pro- 
ducing a very good quantity of work. North Frances is a large sett be- 
tween Carn Brae Mines and West Basset; consequently, is in a good 
position. More than 12,000/. have been expended on this mine; but the 
indications gave’ strong encouragement to persevere in developing the 
lodes; the price of shares is from 10/ to11/. In South Carn Brae, there 
is a lode with very promising indications for mineral at a greater depth. 
Rosewarne United and Wheal Fender shares are flat; an engine will 
have to be erected on Hender shortly, in order to proceed further with 
the workings. North Wheal Unity has improved; this ming would be 
in great favour in Cornwall if the shares were less numerous.

In consequence, they have the less money to expend in articles 
that are not actually necessary, and thus the shopkeeping trades in the 
country suffer considerably, and are by no means so prosperous as when 
the price of corn islow, The general full employment of the miners, 
however, has a beneficial moral influence. We find that amongst about 
10,000 miners (the number at which the working mine population of 
Cornwall is usually estimated), there have been only five committals of 
miners to the assizes for the country, which are held in the present 
week, Of those five, three could neither read nor write, and one only 
read, Whatever has been the progress of education in the country (and 
that it has progressed of late years must be admitted), there still 1emains 
a great work to be effected in educating the working population of Corn- 
wall, as well as of other parts of England. Mines paying dividends, and 
‘ords of mines receiving dues, might do much good by contributing to the 
support of schools for the education of the surrounding juvenile population. 
The machinery, stock in trade, unfinished engines, &c., of the late Mr. 
Hodge, of the St. Austell Foundry, are to be sold this week. That there 
should be any diminution in the number of firms manufacturing steam- 
engines and machinery in Cornwall is to be much regretted. The cost of

His lordship requiring, it appeared, that Christ 
Church, which stands contiguous to the property which was the subject 
of the action, should be guarded from injury by the coal being left under 
it, and three and a half acres were left for that purpose. The land said 
to have been injured by the working of the mine was three acres and a 
half, part of it being built upon, at a cost, according to the plaintiff's case, 
ineluding the price of the land, of 6000/. ‘The other portion of the land, 
it was stated, was worth l/. per square yard as building land, until it gave 
way. The houses began to give way in 1863. The injury done to them 
already, it was estimated would cost upwards of 2000/7. to repair, if the 
sinking ceased ; the rent was reduced one-half, and some were untenanted, 
and there was no prospect of jetting the land for building until the sink- 
ing ceased. The seam of coal got was ten yards thick; and it was part 
of the plaintiffs’ case that leaving the block of coal under the church had 
increased the evil by preventing the ground from sinking regularly. Mr 
D. T. Ansted, pan Se Professor of Geology in King’s College, London, 
was one of the witnesses for the plaintiffs. The defence was, that the 
mining had not caused the injury, but that it was owing to a stratum of 
wet sand, which from being drained by mining operations, and the sink- 
ing of wells, had moved laterally towards 2 cutting in the Great Western 
Railway, which is 400 yards from the houses. This view was supported 
by a great number of witnesses, including Mr.8. H. Blackwell, well known 
for his scientific attainments. It appeared that the mine had been 
worked with more than ordinary care, to avoid injury to the surface, and 
that the workings were nearly 300 yards deep. Several witnesses stated 
that the injuries to the houses did not present the appearance of being 
caused by the colliery operations, and that in many parts of West Brom- 
wich land had sunk, and houses been cracked, which were not under- 
mined. On the part of the plaintiffs, the contractor for the railway cut- 
ting denied that there was any material amount of sand remove from 
the cutting, or that much water ran from it. The case altogether occu- 
pied fourteen hours, and the verdict, as before stated, was for the 
plaintiffs for 2500/. : ; 
It may here be appropriately mentioned, that a movement has been in- 
augurated by a number of working men to establish a public park near 
this town, and the energy displayed appears to give good promise of suc- 
cess. It is to be hoped, that if the scheme receives general support from 
the working men, the masters, and all possessing property, will not with- 
hold their aid to so important an object, so calculated to conduce to the 
health and morality of the mass of the people, and to promote a freer 
social intercourse than generally prevails.

STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.) 
Marcu 27.—Stocks were gradually drooping during the week, but to- 
day they partially recovered, and were somewhat firmer. In the share 
market, business was not so active, and prices, though not exhibiting 
much change, had a somewhat downward tendency ; the exception being 
mining shares, which, though little dealt in, were better.

The illuminating gas from peat, to which I alluded in my last, is at- 
tracting more and more attention every day, and it is likely, from the 
great interest manifested by oll who have seen it, that the invention, 
which is secured by a patent, will soon be turned to practical account, 
in fact, its greatest recommendation is the facility which exists for carry- 
ing it out. The simplicity of the arrangement, and its economy, alike 
recommend it for general adoption; and it can be adapted to works, whether 
small or large. Every invention or application of a new principle, to be 
highly useful, should be simple as well as effective ; and although there 
are many new scientific principles involved, still the arrangement for 
carrying them out does not require any delicate machinery to be em- 
ployed; on the contrary, there is nothing to be put out of order, and the 
whole process, after some few instructions, might be left to the care of 
any ordinary workman acquainted with such matters. Mr. Johnson’s 
invention, although springing from some entirely novel idea, consists 
merely in a different and improved method in the arrangement of the re- 
tort, and the several other parts of ordinary works ; as also in a different 
manner of purifying the gas than that now employed. For this reason, 
existing gas works can be altered to suit his method, by a trifling expen- 
diture, and can, when so altered, be made subservient to the manufacture 
of coal or peat gas, as circumstances may require. In my last, I adduced 
several reasons why this invention should be considered of national im- 
portance, calculated as it is to give employment of such a varied nature 
as to be the means of benefiting, not merely one or two, but several of 
the many classes of mechanical and other labourers necessary for the 
manufacture of the gas; and I am sure that it is only necessary to bring 
the matter properly b: fore the Government “ Towns Improvement Com- 
missioners” to cnlist their warm sympathy, co-operation, and patronage ; 
for nothing can possibly improve a town, and tend more to beautify it, 
and, I may add, enlighten its inhabitants, than to have it properly lit with 
gas; andthe desideratum is to light it cheaply, and at a rate to enable 
the poorest shopkeeper to avail himself of its advantages. At present, 
there are but few towns lighted with gas through Ireland, and even those 
that are so lighted have to pay enormously for the accommodation, im- 
perfect as it generally is, for the expense is so great that but few can be 
supplied with it. These remarks apply, of course, to the inland towns, 
and those situate on the west coast, for although there are several works 
erected in different parts of the country for the purpose of compressing 
peat, which can be very effectually done by the kind of apparatus now em- 
ployed, so that it could be as easily transported from one Fa: of the country 
to another as coals, still it is aot intended to supplant the manufacture of 
gas from coal in such places as Dublin, Belfast, &c., where the coal can be 
cheaply obtained from England, although Mr. Johnson’s invention might 
be employed by the present gas companies with great advantage, adding 
much to quantity and quality of the gas. There are at present in Ire- 
land about 150 towns containing over 2000 inhabitants, and of these 
there are only 50 lighted with gas, including Dublin, Belfast, Cork, and 
some of the other large towns; but as I have shown before, many of these 
towns, situated inland, are but imperfectly lighted, in consequence of the 
dearness of gas—the price ranging from 7s. 6d. to 10s, per 1000 cubic 
. | feet, thus placing it beyong the power of the many to use it. Now, by 
Mr. Johnson’s method, it can be produced, in some instances, for le:s 
than one-half these respective amounts, while the charcoal, as I have 
shown in my notice last week, which remains after the extraction, is 
more valuable, for various reasons, than the turf originally employed, 
This is an important fact for the shareholders in the several gas com- 
pinies, as, by employing the method now proposed, a better gas can be 
produced at a smaller cost, and where peat can be employed at fully one- 
half the cost of coals, thus adding to individual gain, and combining a 
local with a national interest. But it is not for towns alone, whether con- 
taining 1000 or 2000 inhabitants, that this invention is applicable, but 
also for private mansions requiring from 20 to 50 lights; because the 
various purposes which gas can be applied to has made it a luxury of 
late years, and gladly would gentlemen pay any moderate sum to have 
their mansions supplied with such a conyenience; and circumstanced as 
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Ireland is—with almost every county well supplied with bog—the 
invention becomes at once applicable ; and the gas being free from any 
sulphurous smell, is admirably adapted for heating stoves, cooking, &e. 
In fact, I am well informed that several gentlemen are already determined 
on having small works erected on their estates for using the gas for these 
purposes, as well as to light their mansions and offices: then again, 
prisons, poor-houses, railway stations, &c., can be supplied with it; but I 
must now leave its further consideration for another time.

THE METAL TRADES AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON 
THE CONTINENT. 
[PRom OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. } 

Maxcu 26 —The remarks in your last Journal, that the tendency of the 
Government decision not to sanction any new enterprise will be to induce 
English speculators to keep no inconsiderable portion of their capital at 
home, have produced considerable effect in commercial circles here. It is 


anxiously enquired, should the stream of English capital that has hitherto 
flowed so abundantly into France receive a check, or be diverted into an- 
other direction, what will be the result upon French commerce, or rather 
upon French speculations? Already, the enterprises abroad in which so 
considerable a portion of French capital will be locked up for some time 
to come are looked upon with dislike. The Credit Mobilier Espagnol, 
the Credit Mobilier Sarde, and the vast industrial undertakings in Austria, 
are regarded with less favour than they were a few days ago. To develop 
the resources of France, so rich and so deplorably neglected, capital will 
be required, and at moderate interest. How then is it to be obtained if 
so large a portion of the national wealth is sunk in Spain, Italy, and 
Germany? Englishmen have almost as direct an interest in the question 
as Frenchmen themselves, for whatever tends to the material prosperity 
of France will conduce to the advantage of England. Narrow-minded 
and illiberal ideas are now exploded, and every reasonable man through- 
out the length and breadth of the British empire must sincerely desire to 
see the brave and faithful allies of their fatherland proceed with them 
in industrial progress pari passu,—march with them as they have done 
on the field of battle, shoulder to shoulder. To illustrate this proposition, 
we have but to glance at the state of agriculture here. The production 
scarcely exceeds one-half of what the same quantity of land does in 
England. It is estimated that there are 7 millions of hectares (some 16 
millions of acres) susceptible of improved cultivation by draining, to 
effect which would require 80,000,000/. The capital sunk in these works 
would bring in 5 per cent. to the lender, and from 7 to 15 per cent. to 
the borrower,—that is, the landed interest of France. What an immense 
advantage this would be to France, and what a benefit to England! The 
affluence of capital into mining enterprises in France would be no less 
remarkable. The country is known to contain abundance of iron, in the 
shape of hydrates of peroxide of iron, oolitic; lead mines, of which not one 
third are worked; copper mines, in the department of the Rhone; gold 
in the Isere; silver in the Sunstere and Haut Rhine; antimony in Au- 
vergne ; manganese in the Allier, Cher, Drodogne Rhone, and Soane-et- 
Loire; coal, lignite, and anthracite, In my last communication I re- 
marked, apropos of the coalpits of St. Eugenie, what great benefits would 
accrue to Paris trades if they could be worked on the conditions stated. 
Were capital made to fertilise these sources of wealth, instead of losing 
itself over the four quarters of the globe, 20 years would see France in a 
very different position to any she has ever occupied. It must not be sup- 
posed from the above that the Government and the enlightened classes of 
society here are not alive to the importance of the question. Only capi- 
talists, as in England, have a predilection for exotic schemes. They are 
better pleased to invest their means in Spanish Credit Mobiliers (it is to 
be hoped they will fare better than the Spanish bondholders), and Aus- 
trian railroads, than in national undertakings. Of course, a man has a 
right to do what he likes with his money, only if he loses do not let him 
seck to recover at the expense of others. While alluding to coal mines, 
I should state that an Anglo-French company is being formed to work the 
coal mines at Carmeaux, near Alby, not far from Toulouse, in connection 
with the Grand Central Railway. The first concession dates from more 
than a century ago, and is composed of an area of 80 square kilometres 
(upwards of 16,000 acres). Five seams of good quality, about 33 yards 
thick together, are exposed ; two other seams of coal, maigre, have been 
worked and employed to burn lime, which is in great request in the dis- 
trict fur manure. The seams are estimated to have an extension of 20 
kilometres (4000 acres), to contain 250 millions of hectolitres (382,925,000 
cubic feet), capable of being immediately worked. The pits now pro- 
duce, yearly, 1,200,000 hectolitres (4,238,000 cubic feet). The coal is 
stated to be of very fair quality, and is employed by the Orleans Railroad 
Company for coking. The mineral districts of the Pyrenees would soon 
be sounded in every direction, when coal could be cheaply and easily pro- 
cured, And we shall some day, probably, be astounded to learn what 
vast wealth has hitherto been lying untouched and unnoticed, as it were, 
upon the very threshold of France. ; 

The state of the money market is flat, stale, and unprofitable. It is 
now evident that those who purchased so largely at the first rumours of 
peace are not in a position to pay. They have to pay heavy interest for 
accommodation, and sooner or later large sales will be forced, which will 
certainly produce a most disastrous effect, unless great caution is used. 
The Three per Cents. stand at 72°70 frs. And as we draw near the settling 
day, with the rate of interest so exorbitant, the pro-pects of our specula- 
tors are anything but agreeable. Already it is rumoured that Govern- 
ment will interfere to establish a fixed rate of interest, or some sort of 
gigantic credit bank or stock exchange pawnbrokery, to make advances 
upon deposit of shares, &c., and thereby facilitate the gambling transac- 
tions of men on ’Change, and that is nearly two-thirds of the population. 
No doubt the wish is father to the thought; but still it is to be doubted 
if the State will do anything to encourage a mania which is already pro- 
ducing such mischief in society. Last Saturday the principal commer- 
cial brokers were summoned to the Prefecture of Police: what for has not 
yet transpired; and rumour is busy with all sorts uf gobemoucherie. It 
is more than probable, however, that this convocation before the head of 
the Police had reference to the negociations of foreign securities, which 
Government looks upon with distaste. Among other things, French credit 
is pledged to the Austrian Credit Mobilier to the extent of a million toa 
million and a half sterling, and it will be a very long time before any 
portion of that sum ever returns to France, indeed if it ever does at all. 
Railway securities are firm. :

It is stated that the price of Welsh iron will henceforth range between 
875 and 380 frs. a ton. Gartsherric, which sells in Glasgow at 90°50 frs. 
the 1000 kilus., costa just double in Paris. The difference is made up as 
follows :—Coat at Glasgow, 90°50 frs. ; commission, 2 frs.; freightage to 
Rouen, 22°50 frs.; insurance, 2 frs.; customs’ dues, 48 frs. ; unloading, 
2 fra.; carriage to Paris, 9°50 frs.; sundries in Paris, 2°50 frs. Ware- 
house prices for iron in Paris are—charcoal rolls, 410 frs.; coke, ditto, 
380 fra.; coal forge iron, 440 frs.; axles, 460 frs. ; sheets, 550 frs. ; Berri, 
570 fra. the 1000 kilos. What is termed ferraille here is dear—long bars, 
390 fra. ; horseshoe iron, 260 frs.; bands, 190 frs. Copper is quoted at 
the following prices :—Demidoff, 330 fra.; Pashkoff, 340 to 346 frs.; 

Russian copper, brut, 292°50 to 295 frs.; Elba, 315 to 320 frs. ; English, 
320 to 325 fra.; Corocoro, 300 frs. Tin (English), 335 frs.; Banca, 345 
frs.; Straits, 430 frs. Lead 71 to 72 frs., and 78 frs Sheet zinc, 65 frs. 


which, thanks to its Government, is, perhaps, the most settled and most 
promising of any of the South American States; nor would it be just not 
to notice that the material prosperity of a very considerable portion of the 
country, and the interest it has excited among Europeans, is in no small 
measure due to the admirable and energetic development of the mineral 
wealth of Chili by the directors of the Mexican and South American Smelt- 
ing Company, whose large establishments at Herradura and Caldera, under 
the superintendence of Mr, Barnes, are being brought to a high degree of 
economy and efficiency. 

Mons. A. Pissis says the western chain of the Andes falls gradually as it 
proceeds southward up to the parallel of Cobija, where it is lost in the 
prolongation of the table land of Bolivia. As the chain falls, the space 
occupied by the endogenous rocks becomes contracted, and in a short time 
presents only the appearance of a few trachytic masses, isolated in the 
midst of stratified rocks, which are a continuation of the gypsum marls 
aud red sandstone of Bolivia. These last, after having crossed the pro- 
vince of Carangas, extend nearly to the parallel of Potosi, the divisional 
line of the waters, and thence they proceed without interruption to the 
two slopes of the western Cordilleras. Crossing the desert of Atacama, 
the traveller sees the sandstones and marls which overlie them form a 
series of parallel chains from north to south, while sand and flints occup 
the inferior portions of the soil. In the environs of Copiapo, the am | 
sink beneath the strongly-marked limestone and jasper formation, and re- 
appear near the sea side with the red sandstone, which rests upon the stra- 
tified porphyry. If, instead of crossing this region in a line at right 
angles to the Andes, the traveller fullows the head lands of this long chain 
to the south of Chili, he will meet with red sandstone with scarcely an 
interruption, and at intervals with gypsum marls and limestones, whic 
are abundant on the eastern slope; while on the western slope are seen 
rocks having all the appearance of real porphyry, perfectly stratified, and 
forming layers sometimes only a few rad in thickness. Everything in 
licates that they belong to stratified formations, and owe their present 
state to a metamorphic action. Independently of the chain of the Andes, 
these porphyry rocks form another smaller chain to the west, parallel to 
the first, from which it is separated by the longitudinal plain of Chili. 


The porphyry rocks in this district are covered with pudding stones and | 
red sandstone, but the gypsum marls, instead of ascending to the summit | 


of the chain, appear only towards the plain, where they form table lands, 
isolated, and leaning against the base of the last counterparts of the western 
chain. On the other side—that is to say, on advancing towards the west 
—the succession of strata is found interrupted by a line of syenitic rocks, 
on which rest the layers of porphyry, and which line forms the boundary 
of another sodieaed. region, where are found schistose slates, quartzites, 
and gneiss, that extend down to the sea side, and generally overlay the 
granite. If attention is now directed to the later strata, which fill the 
hollows between the chains, there will be seen the sands of the desert of 
Atacama, extending the length of the sea side up to the environs of Co- 
quimbo, and afterwards overlying the ancient gulphs, separated from one 
another by small granitic chains, and which gulphs are échelonnés along 
the sea side, from Goanabe to Valdivia. These sands rest upon a stratum 
of pumiceous conglomerate, which is found in several provinces of Chili, 
particularly near the Mexican and South American Company's Works at 
Herradura, in the province of Coquimbo, and at Caldera, in the province of 
Atacama. Thesands run pool ve y into combination with layers of flints 
that extend towards the east, following the borders of the present valleys. 
Underneath the pumiceous conglomerates appear in several localities cal- 
cariferous sandstones, containing a large quantity of marine shells, which 
alternate with layers of lignite, that for some years past have been worked 
on a large scale. These marine shells are burnt, as well as recent marine 
shells, for making mortar, and for fluxes in smelting; and the works at 
Herradura and Caldera have been chiefly built with this fossil lime. 
The deposits of lignite, and lignitic coal, nave lately been recognised in 
Copiapo. These sandstones, covered by the sands before mentioned, rise 
as they recede from the coast, and attain towards their eastern limit 
an altitude of from 328 feet to 492 feet. They may be followed up the 
present valleys to the entry of the longitudinal plain, where they are re- 
placed by strata of clay of lacustral origin. ese clays overlie strata 
of porphyry, sandstone, and gypsum marls, Mons, A. Pissis was induced, 
by the preceding observations, to subdivide the stratified terrenes of Chili 
into five formations:—1. Marine sands and the terrene brought from a 
distance.—2. The marine calcariferous sandstones, lignites, and lower 
clays of the longitudinal p!ain,—3. Limestones and saliferous marls.—4. 
Red sandstones and stratified porphyries.—5. Gneiss, schistose slates, and 
juartzites. The uninterrupted'prolongation of the red sandstone of Bo- 
livia up to the Chilian territory can leave no doubt as to the parallel for- 
mation of the two countries. Gypsum marls, lacustrai layers, and foreign 
terrene following one another in the same order, and under the same cir- 
cumstances of stratification, correspond evidently among themselves,

. Ifhe uses mine pigs, and say, pays 4/. 5s. per ton for the aver- 
age, he witl find out to his cost that 3/. 15s. per ton will leave him minus 
many shillings perton. , 2 :

Liasiuitry or Promoters To Rurunp, rr Capital Is NOT FULLY SvB- 
scaitpen—( From a Corr: ndent ).—In a letter inserted in the Journal of Marcb 15, 
it was stated that it has been clearly established by the decisions of our courts of law

that promoters of companies are bound to return the contr if the 5 





proceed with a limited capital, or less than that set forth in the prospectus. The de- 
cisions which bave been given, of course, depend upon the peculiar conditions em- 
bodied in the contract or prospectus. If parties issue a prospectus, and state that 
unless a certain amount of capital is subscribed they will not proceed to work, then 
it is very clear that each contributor can call upon the promoters to refund ; or ifs 
company commence with an insufficient capital, and in consequence of such limited 
means the undertaking is abandoned, then it is equally clear every contributor can 
obtain the return of his subscription; but our courts of law have never laid down the 
doctrine, that if a company commence with less than the amount set forth in the pro- 
spectus, a shareholder can at any time ask for the return of his money. In order to 
do this, Baron Parke states ‘‘ that a party seeking to sonares must show that it war 
acondition precedent that the capital should be subscribed, and that a reasonable 
time has been allowed to get up the same.” Indeed, it is a most difficult matter to 
draw a line of demarcation as to the time requisite for the obtainment of capital. In 
the majority of cases, particularly mine adventures, the capital is not required, or 
could be made available, at once ; hence the adoption of the plan pursued in cost-book 
companies of obtaining the same by means of calls, as and when required, It has 
been clearly established, in the case Pitchford v. Davis, that if a company commence 
working with a less capital than that set forth in the prospectus, the contributors are 
not amenable to the debts contracted, unless they have by some act or deed sanc- 
tioned the proceedings of the company ; but if the law were to lay down the doctrine 
that every shareholder in a company where the capital set forth in the prospectas ir 
not fully paid up, and who has not sanctioned by any act of his own the application 
of the funds subscribed, is entitled at any time during the prosecution of the under. 
taking to ask for the return of his money, it would cause the explosion of two-thirds 
of the companies now in existence.

Para.uet-Action Z-Crank Enoine.—Measrs. A. Norton and E, Hunt, 
of Glasgow, have recently patented an engine for marine purposes, under this title. 
The chief peculiarity of the arrangement is, that the shaft has two cranks forged upon 
it, nearly at right angles to its axis, whilst the elongated journal which lies between 
and ion is inclined to and crosses the axis of the shaft, in such a manner 
that the cranks stand out from diametricaliy opposite points of the shaft, On the in- 
clined cross-piece of the crank is Fy a lever-piece, consisting of an elongated 
tubular boss, having four arms standing out at right angles to the cross-piece, and to 
each other. The two upper, and longer arms, are jointed to the connecting rods of 
the two steam cylinders, « hilst the lower and shorter arms are similarly jointed to 
the connecting rods of the air pump, the combined action of the pistons on the crank 
causing the shaft to rotate, one piston being at the most effective part of its stroke, 
whilst the other is on the dead centre, and, as in common engines, are connected to 
cranks at right angles to each Other. 


Gicantic Steam-Hammer.—Mr. Condie, of Govan Ironworks, Glas- 
gow, has just compu one of his steam-bammers, for the Netherlands Plattery, at 
Amsterdam, which, although not so heavy by a ton as that he made for Lancefield 
Forge, being but 5 tons in weight, is more symmetrical in a rance, from its being 
constructed after the design first adopted by the inventor, whilst the Lancefield ham- 
mer performs its work through a columnar framing, which, to a certain extent, de- 
tracts from its apparent oe while it proportionately adds strength. The 
present hammer is 23 feet high, with a clear working space between the standards 
12 ft. wide and 6 ft. high, the hammer having a stroke of 6 ft. The weight of the 
whole machine is 30 tons, yet, notwithstanding the enormous mass of metal it con- 
tains, and although it appears more like a piece of monumental work than a tool for 
the ture of hinery, it is beautifully proportioned, and very easily managed ; 
it is well finished in every particular, and works with chronometer-like smoothness, 


Pumpinc Enornes.—Mr. Henry Marten, of Wolverhampton, read a 
paper at the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, Birmingham, explanatory of the 
pumping engines of the Wolverhampton Water-Works, with some remarks on water 
—— He described a pair of direct-acting non. condensing engines at Tettenhall, 
erected by Mr. Jas. Kay, of Bury, and a condensing beam-engine at Goldthorn Mine, 
erected by Messrs. Hawthorn, of Newcastle-on-Tyne: the boilers are covered with 
a thick bed of moulding sand, which is a very good non-conductor, and has an impor- 
tant advantage in acting as a dry sand-bath, preventing condensation of any steam 
escaping from a leak until at some inches distance from the boiler plates, whilst at 
the same time it has none of the injurious corrosive action on the plates of the boiler 
that is often found to arise from wet leaks, when ashes and other materials are used 
asa covering; it is also found convenient for uncovering the plates at any part to 
examine them. The pump valves are cast-iron double-beat ring valves, beating on 
wooden faces, the beats being made of holly, which has been found to answer better 
than any other wood, and continues to work well; a portion of one of the beats 
made of holly, and another of lancewood, wasexhibited, The comparative advantages 
of the stand pipe and air vessel were considered in the paper, and of different con- 
structions of pump valves. A new valve was described, invented by Mr. William 
Hosking, and for some time in use at the Hull Water-Works, consisting of a nest or 
group of ball-valves, arranged in a pyrami, the balls being of gutta percha, and all

Forgign Vingyarp Association.—An extraordinary general meeting 
of shareholders was held at the offices, King-strect, Regent-street, on Saturday— Col, 
Ovprievp in the chair, The Chairman stated the meeting was convened expressly 
for the purpose of considering the alterations proposed to be made in the Deed of Set- 
tlemegt, for bringing the company within the Limited Liability Act, and for making 
the sh@res 10/, fully paid up, instead of 20/. partially, as at present. Since their

Not that at this present time they bad need of money : they 
did not wish to obtain further capital; they could always pay a debt, but could not 
at any time call backtheirshares. An advantageous vintage mightbe purchased ; the 
lease of a house taken; for shortly they would be obliged toengage larger premises— 
all these must be considered ; they, therefore, requested a power to borrow 10,00U/, : 
to do this it would be always requisite that five-sixths of the directors should assent 
to every such proposition, and this would be a sutticient protection for the share- 
holders, Mr. Futvoye, the solicitor, read the several clauses in the deed, concern- 
ing the alterations for the y to come within the operations of the 
Limited Liabili:y Act; and, after some discussion, these were carried. A resolution 
was unanimously passed, authorising the directors to have power to borrow 10,0U0/, 
for the benefit of the association ; at the same time it being understood that they could 
not pledge the credit of the company for a larger sum.

MARVELLovs, 1F TruE.—A discovery of great scientific importance has 
just been made at Culmont (Haute Marne). Some men employed in cutting a tun- 
nel which is to unite the St. Dizier and Nancy Railways, had just thrown down an 
enormous block of stone by means of gunpowder, and were in the act of breaking it 
in pieces, when, from a cavity in it, they suddenly saw emerge a living being of mon. 
strous form. This animal, which belongs to the class of animals hitherto considered 
to be extinct, has a very long neck, and a mouth filled with sharp teeth. A natu- 
ralist, well versed in the study of paleontology, immediately recognised it as belong. 
ing to the genus Pterodactylus Anas, many fossil remains of which have been found 
among the strata which geologists designate by the name of lias. The rock in which 
this monster was discovered belongs precisely to that formation, the deposit of which 
is so old that geologists date it more than a million years back. The cavity in which 
the animal was lodged forms an exact hollow mould of its body, which indicates that

The plan was then pronounced im- 
practicable, an opinion still adhered to, as the engine—on an exhibition courteously 
}made for our especial benefit—failed to work either powerfully, quietly, or continu- 
ously. Justice tothe enterprise demands, however, the statement, that a large en- 
gine, with an 18-inch stroke of piston, and 16 in. diameter of cylinder, worked single- 
acting, made 60 revolutions per minute, and appeared capable of doing more. The 
* igniter ” which sets fire to the gas, is a small hollow piece of cast-iron, kept suffi- 
ciently hot by blowing a fierce flame into it from the outside, and results have proved 
that this portion, the principal new feature that renders it possible to work gas in 
this manner, is capable of maintaining its integrity fur several hours, and pro- 
bably for days. Coal gas or the vapour of any hydro-carbon, us spirits of turpentine 
or camphene, is represented as efficient in this engine when mingled with the due 
proportion of air to effect perfect combustion. Although Sir Humphry Davy’s expe- 
riments showed that coal gas could not be fired by the heat of iron ata bright red 
heat, and based on this property the safety lamp for miners, which has immortalised 
his name, the operations of this engine prove that iron can be beated sufficiently high, 
without melting, to ignite such gas in nearly every case. Another fact for which 
we are indebted to Dr. Drake is the corrosion and decay of the metal platinum, when 
exposed to an intense heat in the presence of this gas. Platinum is almost infusible 
(unmeltable), and is thus a favourite metal where great endurance of heat is re- 

uired, but cast-iron is found not only cheaper but more durable for the igniters in 
is engine.—New York Tribune. 


New Pappre Wueer.—A wheel of peculiar construction, made en- 
pose Ay boiler iron, with pointed paddles, as been put into the tow boat Nahanset, 
and is attracting much attention. The centre of the paddle projects about 4 ft. be- 
yond the outside rim of the wheel, and is found to propel the boat ata more rapid 
rate than the common paddle, on account of the ease with which it enters and leaves 
the water.

Sutpuur 1n Inon.—In the year 1853, Messrs. Nicholsonand Price made 
several experiments on the estimation of iron in sulphur, as well as the solubility of 
sulphate of baryta in nitric acid; they found that a greater quantity of sulphur was 
obtained by the usual process with nitric acid, or aqua regia, and then to precipitate 
the sulphuric acid with a solution of a salt of baryta; then by dissolving the same 
weight of iron in hydrochloric acid, and passing the gases through 4 solution of acc« 
tute of lead, slightly acidified with acetic acid, Sulphate of baryta they found to be 
also soluble in dilute hydrochloric acid and aqua regia, but not to the same extent as 
in nitric acid. In a future communication they intend to give an account of the 
amount of sulphur in the different varieties of pig-iron, as well as the manner in 
which the property of the iron is affected by it.

Ventitation or Coat Mines.—From the large amount of correspon- 
dence which has, from time to time, appeared in the columns of the Mining Journal 
on this subject, a brief account of what was being done forty years since may not 
prove uninteresting to our readers. On Oct. 1, 1813, a “* Society for preventing acci- 
dents in coal mines,” was instituted, under the patronage of his Grace the Duke ot 
Northumberland; and in the first report the committee, after expressing their regret 
that previous to that period no suggestion had pointed out any adequate mode of de- 
stroying, or preventing the gereration of, the inflammable gas, so as to secure the 
pits from the dreadful effects of explosions, refer to a paper ** voluntarily commani 
eated to the society by Mr. Buddle, a gentleman of great celebrity and intelligence as 
a viewer of coal mines,’”’ as calculated to throw considerable light on the subject. 
From this paper, published in a pampblet in 1814, of which Mr. P.8. Reid, of the Pel- 
ton Colliery, Chester-le-Street, has a few copies to dispose of, for the benefit of the 
owner, we extract the following, as some of the most interesting passages. The pa- 
per is illustrated with twelve well-executed engravings, which great!y assist in mak- 
ing clear the explanations. In the first place, he points out what methods had been 
adopted, and the various parts of the kingdom wherein the measures had succeeded, 
and the desiderata required to preciude the recurrence of such calamities. The only 





method they were then acquainted with was thorough ventilation, or a mechanical 
application of atmoxpheric air to the removal of the inflammable gas as it is gene- 
rated. Mr, Buddle then describes severally the furnace, waterfal!, steam-jet, hot 
cylinder air-pump, &c., from which it will be seen that many systems which have 
been proposed latteriy were known to him more than forty years since. The paper 
forms a valuable record of what wax then considered good ventilation, and also gives 
a clear description of the ‘‘ mode of trying the candle” employed, The writer con- 
cludes by observing, that in his opinion further mechanical contrivances would prove 
ineffectual in preventing accnents, and, therefore, that the attainment of the object 
must be expected from the di-covery of an agent capable of producing such a che- 
mica! change on carburetted hydrogen gas as would render it innoxious as fast as dis- 
charged, or as it approaches the neighbourhood of lights. 


ACCIDENTS, AND HOW THEY HAPPEN.—At Mr. Blackwell's colliery, near 
Bilston, previous to the men going to work, John Smith, the doggy, examined the 
workings with a safety-lamp. In an old gate-road, 300 yards from the bottom of the 
pit, he discovered sulphur, and desired the men nottogothere. Martin Doyle (15 
years old) was afterwards seen by one of the workmen going in that direction, with 
a lighted candle in his hand. He was warned of the danger, and s:id he would not 
go near the spot. Ina few minutes afterwards an explosion was heard, and as soon 
as the workings were free from smoke, the doggy and a workman went to the place 
and found the deceased, wh» was dreadfully burnt. He was, however, sensible, and 
said, in answer to a question as to why he went there, that he ** forgot his instruc. 
tions, and went to find a raking basket.””——At Messrs. Knowles and Stott’s Colliery, 
Kersiey, near Wigan, a collier boy laid upon the last wagon of a train, the bottom of 
which was formed of lathe of wood, with instertices between them of some inches 
wide. He wore a worsted comforter round his neck, the ends of which got through one 
of the instertices, and which wrapping round one of the axles of the wagon, drew his 
head firmly down upon the bottom of the carriage, and there strangied him. The train 
was drawn by « pony, which stopped with its load on nearing the bottom of the shaft, 
and the unfortunate youth was found quite dead.— At Messrs. Richards and Plant’s 
Oaks Colliery, West Bromwich, George Oakley was killed by a fall of coal, owing to 
a **bump,” or movement of the earth. From what fell from Mr. Lionel Brough, the 
Government Inspector, and the Coroner, it is to be feared that against this casualty 
no foresight or preventive in addition to what is in use can be had.——At Mesers. 
Williams’s Dunkirk Colliery, Thomas Lloyd was following the coal skip down the 
gate-road, when 4 or 5 cwts. of stuff, technically termed ‘* lam,” fell from the roof, 
und crashed him todveath. The doggy said be bad examined the gate-road on the 
morning of the accident, and considered it perfectly safe. This was corroborated by 
the Government Inspector, who had himsel? inspected the pit, and would have gone 
down the gate-road in conscious safety. It was proved that the stuff, or lam, is of 
lighter substance (softer) than the rock, and Mr. Brough, warmly seconded by the 
Coroner, <uggested the necessity of the measure of lam (not very thick) being re- 
moved, #0 as to reach the next and rocky strata. Martin, the dogyy, was requested 
to see that this important step was taken. 





Intropuction or Gas into Yorxsutre Coat Prrs,—Since the intro 
daction of gas into the villages of Gildersome and Drighlington, three montha ago, 
it has been suggested by the manager of the gas-light company to the coalmasters of 
the district, that considerable advantages would result from the fixing of gas in the 
pit bottoms. Several of the coalowners admitted that such a plan wonld be highly 
advantageous, bat were of opinion that the depth of the pits (from 300 to 400 ft.) would 
reniler the carrying down of the pipes not only expensive, but hazardous The ex- 
periment was con«equently for the time abandoned, engineers from Bradford and 
other towns having alo reported against the scheme. Ultimately the manager of 
the gas comnpany succeeded in inducing Mr. Thomas Bedford, head steward of Mr. 
Ackroyd’s pits, to try the experiment. The men commenced putting down the pipes 
in one of the pits in Birkenshaw on the 17th inst., and on the 20ch inst. the gas in 
the pit bottum was lighted for the first time. There are at present about a dozen 
lights burning in this deep pit; and the reform, it is anticipated, wil! be extensively 
adopted in the mining districts of the West Riding.
